TO FIGHT THE 
WHITE 
PLAGUE. 


The tuberculosis congress, just opened in Washington, is engaged in a 


war in which all can unite. Its labors are to benefit all classes in combat- 
ting the fearful work of the white plague. 


Massachusetts bas already done much in this direction through its 


.sanitarium at Rutland as well as by lectures and demonstrations throughout 
the state. 


The masses of the people, however, must be reached, and that is one of 


the aims of Ihe conference now assembled in Washington. 


It is quite probable that some of the distinguished doctors who will read 


.papers at that congress will shed a new light upon the symptoms and means 
of prevention as well as upon the general treatment of the disease. 


Where. 12 per cent of all the cases of premature death are due to this 


disease, there must certainly be room for prevention work in order to reduce 
the number of cases and the consequent mortality. 


The causes are so various that they must needs receive much attention 


not only from the physicians but from the mnsses who should cooperate in 
this life-saving work. 


The tuberculosis germ comes in milk; it may come in the air or it may 


be communicated from a parson who already has the disease. 


Where personal cleanliness is wanting; where the living rooms are damp, 


dark and ill-ventilated or where sunshine is a stranger, Ihe germ of this 
disease seems to propagate. It may be confidently hoped that Ihe congress 


•will devise ways and means to inculcate among the poor a knowledge of how 
this'treacherous disease may be avoided; how it should he treated as soon 
as the first symptoms appear. 


The out-door life the open air treatment, the nourishing food treatment, 


are all requisites in the conflict with this disease, and al! can be utilized 


almost as well without as with the guidance of a physician, provided the 
hygienic rules be properly undcrsiood and applied. 


THE CHOLERA PLAGUE IN THE EAST. 


Russia is in the throes of a cholera pbpruo, nnd the deaths in St. Peters- 


burg arc alarmingly numerous. 


The hospital :-micr in the RU-M.III capital as in other citie.s of ibat 


country i, very p,,-r. .-nd ve.y inadequate to provide proper treatment in the 
present crisis.

The tuberculosis congress, just opened in Washington, is engaged in a 


war in which nil. can unite. Its labors are to benefit all classes in combat- 
ting the fearful work of the white plague. 


Massachusetts has already done much' in this direction through its 


sanitarium at Rutland as well as by lectures and demonstrations throughout 
the state. 
, 


The masses of the people, however, must be reached, and that is ope of 


the aims of the conference now assembled in Washington. 


It is quite probable that some of the distinguished doctors who will read 


papers at that congress will shed a new light upon the-symptoms and means 
of prevention as well as upon the general treatment of the disease. 


Where 12 per cent of all the cases of premature death are due to this 


disease, there must certainly he room for prevention work in order to reduce 
the number of cases and the consequent mortality. 


The causes are so various that they must needs receive much attention 


not only from the physicians but from the masses who should cooperate in 
this life-saving work. 


The tuberculosis germ comes in milk; it may come in the air or it may 


be communicated from a person who already has the disease. 


Where personal cleanliness is wanting; where the living rooms are damp, 


dark and ill-ventilated or where sunshine is a stranger, the germ of this 


disease seems to propagate. It may be confidently hoped that (he congress 
will devise ways and means to inculcate among the poor a knowledge of how 
this treacherous disease may be avoided; how it should be treated as soon 
as the first symptoms appear. 


The cmt-door life the open nir treatment, the nourishing food treatment 


are nil requisites in the conflict with this disease, and all can be utilized 


almost as well without as with the guidance of a physician, provided the 
hygienic rules he properly understood and applied.

On being released from its fasten-

ward.

Was 
Broken by 
Rain 


Last Night 


BOSTON, Sept. 29.—The Ions drouth 


that has been so general 
over 
the 


country, being especially felt in north- 
ern New England, where forest fires 
were a tiumaging result, was yesterday 
broken by a delivering rain, which at 
night became widespread and heavy. 


The conditions had become most seri- 


ous in the middle states. In New York. 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania, where 
besides causing forest 
fires 
the dry 


period had stopped 
industrial pursuits 


and made a water famine in many dis- 
tricts, the rain, which fell lightly 
in 


the, morning, increased in volume as 
the dny advanced. 
Reports from 
the 


affected territory announced that high 
winds accompanied the storm and are 
damaging telegraph wires, thereby in- 
terferinir with commrnieatuin. Brief 
dispatches, however, from many points 
in the Catskills. the Adirondacks and 
other regions which have suffered from 
forest fires, announce,! 
that copious 


rains were falling and that the fires 
were being 
rapidly 
obliterated. Al- 


though reports from some Adirondack 
districts still indicate menace from the- 
flames, it is believed '.hat the effects 
of the rainfall accompanying the wide- 
spread storm will soon be beneficially 
felt throughout the whole district.
